Henry Rose, of 211 Woodside 
avenue, died suddenly Thursday 
afternoon in the Jefferson Hospital. 
He submitted to a throat operation 
on Tuesday, and complications set 
in which resulted in his death. 

Mr. Rose, who was 54 years of 
age, had been a resident of Nar- 
berth sixteen years, and was count- 
ed as one of the borough's leading 
citizens, both in civic matters and 
as a private citizen. 

He is survived by his wife and 
three children: Miss Agnes Milne 
Rose, a graduate of the Narberth 
High School and Bryn Mawr Col- 
lege, now a school teacher ; Mr. 
George Starr Rose, also a graduate 
of the local High School and of 
State College, and Henry Seaver 
Rose, the youngest son, who attends 
the Narberth School. 

For six years Mr. Rose was a 
member of the Narberth School 
Board and served as its secretary 
for four years. He was also a 
member of the Narberth Tennis 
Association until he transferred his 
interests to golf and was active in 
the Tredyffrin Golf Club. 

As Philadelphia Sales Manager 
of the American Steel and Wire 
Company, Mr. Rose was a promi- 
nent figure in that industry, being 
associated with the Manufacturers' 
Club and the Steel Club of Phila- 
delphia. 

He was known to many in Nar- 
berth as a humorous writer and 
keen observer of local events. When 
"Our Town" was founded in 1914 
he joined the staff as an associate 
editor and aided the volunteer board 
byi contributing many articles. For 
several years he conducted a humor- 
ous column of comments under the 
pen name of "The Cub," and up 
to the time of his death many ar- 
ticles from his pen appeared in these 
columns under this nom-de-plume 
or anonymously. 

A lover of flowers, Mr. Rose 
earned for himself the title of the 
"Dahlia King," and many flower 
shows in past years have paid trib- 
ute to his skill in the growing of 
splendid blooms. He was a mem- 
ber of the Narberth Presbyterian 
Church. 

The funeral services will be held 
from his late residence at 2 P. M. 
Alonday. Interment will be made 
at Westminster Cemetery.

With nearly double the combined 
votes of her two men opponents, 
Mrs. Abbie W. Nickerson won the . 
nomination on both Democratic and 
Republican tickets for Tax Col- 
lector Tuesday. 

Edwin P. Dold was second, hav- 
ing 172 Republican votes to Mrs. 
Nickerson's 538. William J. Kirk- 
patrick ^finished last with 149. The 
Democrats gave Mrs. Nickerson 
64, Mr. Dold 35 and Mrs. Kirkpat- 
rick 28. 

The Republicans chose Robert 
Fellows Wood, Daniel Leiteh, John 
R. Hall and Clarence Kaeber as 
candidates for Council, while on the 
Democratic slate, the name of Mr. 
Kaeber will be replaced by that of 
Anton E. Wohlert, who missed 
making the Republican ballot by a 
few votes. 

Two new faces will be seen on 
the School Board next year if the 
Republicans carry the general elec- 
tion, for Mrs. Van Auken and Dr. 
Walter Steckbeck beat out Jesse S. 
Harris and Hervey C. Keim for 
nomination. Mrs. Van Auken and 
Mr. Harris are listed on the Demo- 
cratic slate. 

These, the high lights in the local 
contests, follow the forecasts made 
last week in these columns. The 
women turned out in large numbers 
and worked their heads off for Mrs, 
Nickerson, and with the aid of their 
husbands, succeeded in rolling up 
an impressive majority. 

As is usually the case in primary 
elections, the poll was light. Nine 
hundred and ninety-three voters 
cast their ballots of the 2338 en- 
rolled as to party. That record, 
though light, is far ahead of the 
proportion show in other parts of 
the county. The men came out 46 
per cent, strong and the women 34 
per cent. The south side took the 
prize, coming out 56 per cent, 
strong, an unusual showing. 

Henry A. Frye was high man in 
the count with 748 Republican and 
19 Democratic counts. Only a half 
dozen opposing ballots were cast, 
including the usual vote for Henry 
Allen, Sam Wylie and other mem- 
bers of the town's group of favor- 
ite sons. 

F. Richard Gifford for Auditor 
and Howard C. Fritseh for Justice 
of the Peace were given big votes. 
Although for the most part the 
primaries followed the anticipated 
course with regard to the choice of 
candidates, a few surprises oc- 
curred. If was not expected that 
John R. Hall would come through 
ahead of A. E. Wohlert, strong in- 
dependent, and H. L. Woehling, 
who was backed by borough politi- 
cal workers. 

His success, observers believe, 
was due to the backing of the street- 
paving bloc, the hard work done in 
his behalf by residents of the north- 
west corner of the borough who 
have been anxious for representa- 
tion, and to the fact that his name 
resembles that of the present Pres- 
ident of Council, who declined to 
run again. 

Mr. Wohlert has indicated his in- 
tention of making a real fight for 
the position under the Democratic 
banner, in the belief that with a 
strong campaign many voters can 
be convinced to' cut their tickets in 
November. 

The large vote polled by Dr. 
Steckbeck was also a surprise, due 
to the fact that he was a last-min- 
ute candidate. He polled well over 
a hundred more than either Mr. 
Harris or Mr. Keim, both of whom 
are past members of the board. 

The detailed vote by districts has 
been compiled and is reproduced in 
another column.

The Board of Health of Lower 
Merion township won again in its 
fight for the continuation of the 
present method of pasteurizing milk 
intended for consumption in the 
township. The victory was won 
last Thursday at Harrisburg when 
a hearing was held by the Advisory 
Health Board of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health on the brief 
filed by Mr. Harding, representing 
the Supplee- Wills-Jones Milk Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. 

In this brief the milk company 
requested that the board make a 
ruling reducing the temperature at 
which milk is now pasteurized, 145 
degrees to 142 degrees. 

The Board of Health of Lower 
Merion fild a voluminous and care- 
fully prepared brief on August 29, 
in which the board was requested 
to retain the present temprature, 145 
degrees. Dr. George W. Grim, milk- 
control officr for Lower Merion, 
followed Mr. Harding. 

All the seven members of the 
board heard the arguments and hav- 
ing read the briefs gave the follow- 
ing unanimous decision : 

Resolved that the Advisory 
Health Board of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Health is convinced 
that the present regulation defining 
pasteurized milk as "milk which has 
been subjected to a temperature of 
not less than 145 degrees Fhr. or 
more than 148 degrees Fhr. for a 
period of not less than 30 minutes," 
is logical, practical and necessary 
for the prevention of disease and 
for the protection of the lives and 
the health of the people of the State. 

The brief presented by the Lower 
Merion Board of Health was pre- 
pared by Dr. D. W. Horn, chemist ; 
Dr. George W. Grim, milk control 
officer, and Dr. Samuel M. Heul- 
ings, milk engineer. 

The Lower Merion organization 
swept through the township with a 
precision that smacked of Tam- 
many in the primaries Tuesday to 
roll up a plurality of 1956 votes for 
Commissioner Peter C. Hess, of 
Bala, as treasurer. It completely 
swamped all opposition and carried 
eleven of the thirteen districts with 
its popular harmony candidate for 
a total of 2764 votes, one of the 
highest totals ever given a candidate 
in a township fight. 

The machine also carried Lower 
Merion for H. R. Thomas, of 
Upper Providence, county organi- 
zation man for the office of 
Director of the Poor, delivering for 
him a vote of 2550. This was a 
plurality of 1905 over Abraham D. 
Hunsicker, his nearest rival in the 
three-cornered fight for the Direc- 
torship.

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A BOOK FOR MEN 



And Women Too, If They Are In- 
terested in John L. Sullivan. 

If anyone was in doubt as to 
whether the name and fame of John 
L. Sullivan, the heavyweight pugil- 
ist champion from the early Eight- 
ies to the early Nineties, still lives 
in the minds of men, all he would 
need to do would be to go to any 
place where elderly men congregate 
and say, "Jack Dempsey is the 
greatest fighter that ever lived." He 
would have an argument on his 
hands immediately. There would 
probably be several men prsent who 
would be willing to stake their 
faith and pocketbooks on the prop- 
osition that no man of might from 
Hercules to Goliath .down to the 
modern Dempsey could stand up 
for more than four rounds against 
"John L." when he was in his 
prime. 

All such men and many of their 
sons and grandsons will greet with 
interest and approval the biography 
of John L. Sullivan by R. L. Did- 
ble. That book is now available at 
the Community Library and is filled 
with interesting incidents and color- 
ful quotations from Sullivan him- 
self. It indicates, that Sullivan was 
a man of unusual physique and of 
considerable fighting craft, but that 
he was undoubtedly lacking in the 
skillful technique of modern pugil- 
ism. But it does show that the 
champion of those days was obliged 
literally to defeat all comers. Sul- 
livan, for years, had a standing of- 
fer to pay $100 to any man who 
could stay in the ring four rounds 
against him. He used to tra-vel 
about the country taking on every 
one who offered himself, and $100 
was enough money in those days to 
tempt many men to take a beating. 

It was not a case of one big fight 
at long intervals, preceded by care- 
ful training and protected by the 
modern rules of the ring. Sullivan 
frequently fought several times a 
week and often took on more than 
one man in the same evening. His 
early fighting was principally with 
bare fists and there were no rules 
against gouging, wrestling and hit- 
ting below the belt. One man did 
succeed in earning the $100 from 
Sullivan by spending most of the 
time during the four rounds crawl- 
ing about the ring on his hands and 
knees. In another impromptu en- 
gagement, Sullivan was unexpected- 
ly confronted by a Hoosier black- 
smith, who was seven feet tall and 
a man of great might in his own 
locality. Sullivan could not reach 
his jaw effectively until he hit on 
the scheme of punching the giant in 
the stomach, which would make him 
double up so that Sullivan was then 
able to get a poke at his jaw. After 
about three applications of that 
treatment, the blacksmith took the 
count. 

Wine, women and song and a 
horde of flatterers who were eager 
to assist the generous Sullivan in 
getting rid of his money, worked 
the ultimate downfall of the cham- 
pion. It is estimated that during 
the 10 years of his supremacy Sul- 
livan probably took in a half million 
dollars, but soon after his defeat 
by Jeffries, he was destitute and a 
few years later was apparently a 
helpless and hopeless drunkard. 
Then transpired what many people 
would consider the most remark- 
able event in his life. That was 
when he suddenly decided to re- 
form, and from that day on he did 
not touch a drop of liquor. In this 
alone, he demonstrated a strength 
of will such as few men, similarly 
situated, are able to display. 

When it became apparent that Sul- 
livan's reform was permanent he 
was -able to secure fairly lucrative 
employment as a temperance lec- 
turer for Lyceum bureaus and later 
in the employ of the Anti-Saloon 
League. There is no question that 
Sullivan accomplished much good 
in the latter years of his life, for 
he took his own reform earnestly 
and crowds of young men, whom 
no other speaker could have reach- 
eel, eagerly attended his lectures. 
,; The last few years of his life 
were spent in comparative comfort 
on a small farm which he had 
bought near Boston. There the 
garrulity of his advancing years 
was daily indulged and gratified by 
the large number of admirers who 
called to seehim and whom he fre- 
quently induced, by means of in- 
genious wiles, to do much of the 
manual work on his farm. The 
question as to whether Sullivan 
cottld have licked Dempsey or vice 
versa, of course, is a footless one, 



fit only for filling in the time in a 
home for old men. It seems likely, 
however, that Dempsey's undoubted 
superiority in skill might have pre- 
vailed, but it is also certainly true 
that Jack Dempsey never has or 
will see the clay when he would be 
willing to defend his title continu- 
ally against all comers and to fight 
for the joy of the fighting, regard- 
less of any other consideration.

dentally it ought to be of interest to 
those circulating such propoganda 
that it so happens that the women 
of this community, either as groups 
or individuals, have never pre- 
sented a woman candidate for any 
office and that every instance in 
which a woman is holding office, 
either by appointment or election, 
in the borough of Narberth she has 
been presented by some man or 
group of men. When the exact 
figures are available in this primary 
election it is safe to predict that it 
will be found to reveal the fact 
that even though all the women who 
voted had voted for the woman can- 
didate for tax collector (which I 
know they did not) it would still 
have required a very substantial 
support from the men voters to 
reach the total of 607 votes. 

Those men, who have given such 
liberal consideration and support to 
the women in the past, are a distinct 
credit to the community in which 
they live and must find it a source 
of satisfaction to know that their 
trust has not been betrayed, but that 
the incumbents are conscientiously 
and effectively doing their work. . 

The fact that many of the women 
in this community take an active 
and sincere interest in their civic and 
political affairs and exercise their 
franchise to a substantial degree 
ought to be encouraged rather than 
condemned, for in the opinion of 
progressive people that is one of the 
chief attributes constituting good 
citizenship.
